a report to the committee which was not 
agreed to. No member qnestioued ita 
•correctness, but tbe Republican mem- 
bers would not assent to what he said 
upon the tariff, and the majority of the 
Democratic members of the committee 
thought it impolitic to make any report 
until the entire investigation was com- 
pleted, hence a postponement of the re- 
port was made uutil nest winter. 


The report prepared by Dates fays 


that the Pinkertons who surrendered 
were brutally and outrageously treated, 
principally t>y women and boye, and 
Gates is loth to believe that any ol these 
women were native Americans. 
He says the indignities lo winch tuey 


wore subjected was a disgrace to civili- 
zation. Gates asked whether, the Car- 
negie firm was justified in propo-inK a 
reduction in wages, and says the men 
were paid satisfactory wages, but the 
' work 
much abbreviatad the natural 


period ol life and should bo well paid for. 


Gates finds that tlie further conduct ol 


the company toward ita employes was 
kind in many respects. It loaned them 
money at low interest, built houses and 
never foreclosed the mortgages, but in 
the wage negotiations theoQicers did not 
exorcise patience.

Gates is persuaded that if Fnck had 


appealed to the reason of bis employes 
and shown them the state ol the com- 


I 
panv's affairs a reduction might have 
have been made and no trouble wonld 
have followed. 
. 
The Pennsylvania law contains noth- 


ing to prevent 1'rick from employing 
I'inkertons men as watchmen at Homo- 
stead, but says that under tbe circum- 
stances he should not have done so. He 
made overtures to the 1'iukortons before 
the negotiations with his men were inter- 
rupted! and did not appeal tn the county 
or state authorities in the first instance 
for protection.

Gates asserts that Shond McOIeary was 
11 very inefficient olilcor, but says that 
had Frick aided him and joined in his 
appeal to the governor instead oi employ- 
ing the 1'inkortons the state wonld have 
furnished a sufficient force to have pro- 
tected his property. He condemns as 
unlawful tlio acts of the workmen In 
turninir away the sherlll', and says the 
men had no legal right to resist the corn- 
ine ol tho rinkortons. 
In conclusion Gates finds that congress 


has no power over the questions in- 
volved.

EDITOR REPUBLICAN.—Noticing in the 


paper thie morning a report that 5 to 5K 
cents per pound was being offered for 
raisins by certain packers, it struck me 
very forcibly that we had reached a crit- 
ical period in our movement to hold the 
growers together and sustain prices. 


It will be remembered that last year, 


when the packers Btarted out with tho 
proposition to pay us 4 centa for our 
raisins, a strong movement was made 
tor general co-operation among the 


rowers, and at one time it looked as if 
t might succeed. 
But about that time 


t began to be reported around that 5 
cents was being ollared lor raisins and 
some sales were quoted at that price. 


Tho growers took on a waiting attitude, 


tho interest iu co-operation began to 
slacken, many prominent growers were 
drawn away from the movement and its 
influence for that year was completely 
neutralized. And what was Iho result.' 
1'be price oi raisins immediately dropped 
and packers evened up by buying at 3 
and 3).< cents. 
. 
We are again confronted with similar 


conditions. The growers and packers 
have formed a provisional combination 
to sustain prices, by which tho packers 
guarantee the growers \\i cents a pound 
on a commission basis. 
But there are 


two prominent packers in Fresno who 
have held alool Irom the movement, and 
by so doing have shown that they are 
not iu sympathy with the effort to BUB- 
tain.prices. They have been trying to 
buy raisins, but 1 judge thus far not with 
great success. 
The first offer was 3 und -1 cents, then 
y, cents, and no* it is reported that 6 


io"6}4 cents is being offered. Now it 
seems to me that the grower, whether be 
has sinned the agreement or not, should 
be on his guard against placing his 
ralsit,B in (he hands of packerB who are 
showing by their attitudes that they are 
antagonistic to MB Interests; for if them 
packers can secure any 
reasonable 


amount of raisins they may use them as 
a club to break tho prices established by 
the combination and thus smash the 
combination itself, and then they will 
even up by buying at 3 cents. 


Remember, the conditionB which en- 


able any packer to offer you more tliaii;! 
cents have been brought about by this 
combination of growers and nackerfl, and 
those conditions can bo maintained only 
eo long as tho combination is sustained. 
Even if yon should obtain 5 centa for 
your raisins and thereby place In the 
hands ol an enemy a weapon to be used 
against your own interests, what have 
-on thereby gained 7 
Yon will inevita- 


bly suffer in Ihe depreciation ol all vino- 
yard values that will follow another year 
of unreBtrlcted competition in tlie raisin 
markot and tho consequent low price ol 
raisins in the sweat-hoi.

It amounts to only 5 per cent to the 


loueumer, w'lilc totho producer it ie 20 
per criit. But proper organization, if 
adhered to by tbo producer, will very 
eoon reduce all expenses on the way 
leading from the producers to the con- 
sumer as to reduce the P'ico to the con- 
earner while it maintains a fair price for 
the producer. 


It would seem, Jiftor so much dis- 


cussion that this matter would be under- 
stood by every producer. It being EO 
clearly in tho interest of all parties con- 
cerned that it muet succeed in the end. 
Some, however, are capable of learning 
only by exporiencp; others, no doubt., 
liope to watch their opportunity to icnke 
by eoine advantage of etealinjj in for 
chances deny tho traueactton stage.
